Base Unit Location/Noise 

Calls are transmitted between the base unit and the handset using 
wireless radio waves. For maximum distance and noise-free operation, 

the recommended base unit location is: 

Away from electrical appliances In a HIGH and CENTRAL location 

such as a TV, personal computer or with no obstructions such as walls. 




Note: 

While using the handset: 

•If you are near a microwave oven which is being used, noise may be heard from 
the receiver or the speaker. Move away from the microwave oven and closer to 
the base unit. 

•If you use the handset near another cordless phone's base unit, noise may be 
heard. Move away from the other cordless phone's base unit and closer to your 
base unit.

•Pressing the right and left arrows allows you to enter the 
directory list and to move the cursor when entering 
directory items.

®"d " (extension icon) is displayed with the extension numbers during an 
intercom (p. 48) or a conference call (p. 53), or while using the Room 
Monitor feature (p. 57) or the 2-Way Radio mode (p. 59).

Installing the Battery in the Handset

When finished, close the cover.

This will 

maximize the battery life.

A maximum of 8 
handsets can be registered at the base unit.

If 3 other extensions are in use, such as conducting 
external/internal calls, you may not be able to use your unit. "System is 
busy. Please try again later ." will display when you try to operate 
your unit.
